In the debate which, followed 


Chairman Underwood's presentation 
of the general plan a spirited ctiapo- 
sition developed on the part of sev- 
eral members to demand that

Canadian reciprocity bill and the free 
list bill be combined. Representative 
Rucker of Colorado and Representa- 
tive Sherley of Kentucky led in these 
efforts to override the majoritjT, but 
the ways and means program was 
generally supported. 


It is probable that the Canadian 


bill will be introduced 
Thursday. 


The introduction of this bill and the 
farmers' free bill as caucus measures 
will not stand in the way of immed- 
iate introduction of the three 
im- 


portant measures—popular election, 
of senators, publicity before election 
of campaign contributions and state- 
hood for Arizona and Xew Mexico. 
These are not to be treated as cau- 
cus measures, but will come up as 
party bills and will be taken up for 
action as soon as they can be re- 
ported from their respective commit- 
tees. Anotner caucus is to be neld. 
to debate the revision of the wool 
and cotton schedules, to be taken up 
in the house following the passage 
of the reciprocity and free list bills 


The caucus voted a straight in- 


dorsement of the 
Underwood reci- 


procity bill, 123 ayes, 29 noes, and 6 
voting present. 


The caucus added a provision to 


Underwood reciprocity bill calling 
on the president to continue negotia- 
tions with Canada with, a view to es- 
tablishing further reciprocal trade 
relations.

Glove Economy.

N*B of the cardinal principles of good dressing is to be well 


gloved. 
Yet, as every woman knows, to be well gloved means 


the expenditure of considerable money. It costs to have one's 
gloves of good quality and always immaculately fresh. 
If 


there is any way by which this cost can be kept down without inter- 
ference with the desired result, most women would like to know it- 


About the only way in which one can economize on gloves is in 


the care of them. 
Some kinds of glores Wear slightly better than 


others. 
Bat good gloves cost money, there is no getting away from 


this fact and gloves soon soil. 
So that the problem of effecting -very 


much saving on gloves is an almost hopeless one to solve. 


For everyday wear, cape ontseani gloves are good investments. 


Cape is a sturdy skin, and the outseaai sewing brings the wear against 
the stitching, instead of against tJhe leather. For this reason, outseam 
gloves, if wear alone is considered, are better economy than gloves 
stitched in other ways. Some, however, do not like the overseam be- 
cause it is clumsy looking. 


For dressy wear, kid of course is the best. 
In colors, tan is good and serviceable- Gray soon fades. It is a 


difficult color to get right in the dye. White is, in the end, really 
most economical because it can be cleaned and cleaned—that is, if a 
good onality is purchased. 
But white gloves should be immaculate, 


and as the inclination is to pat off their cleaning until the very last 
extremity, they perhaps are not A wise choice on this account. 


Wash gloves are good economy. They are not at all difficult to 


wash and with a very little trouble, one can always have immaculate 
gloves. 
Soch improvements have been made in wash gloves in the 


last few years that, in texture and fit, they equal the finest kid gloves. 


Gloves can, of course, be cleaned by professionals for a very small 


cost. But many preparations come oat with which gloves can be cleaned 
at home for still less cost. The point for the home-cleaner to bear in 
mi&d is to clean them before they become badly soiled. 
If after each 


•wearing, all soil is cleaned off, the cleaning will not be half the work 
and will be far more successful than if they are left until they are 
."badly soiled all over. 
Besides by this method one always has fresh 


gloves to wear. 
And as has been said, immaculate, well-fitted gloves 


are one of the essentials of successful dressing. 


Gasoline is perhaps the most familiar agent for cleaning gloves. 


Its most objectionable feature is the odor. This will more quickly dis- 
appear, if the gloves after cleaning, are hung where there is a gentle 
heat. 
If the house is heated with hot air. hanging ttem before a 


register is one of the simplest and most effective ways to evaporate 
the gasoline still remaining in them. Tfiere should be little need today 
to caution againsl placing' them near fire or against using gasoline 
Where there is a fire or aTlighJL,. If no gentle heat Js convenient, hang 
the gloves in the fresh air for days, and the odor will almost entirely 
disappear. It is difficult to get rid of it altogether.
